RUNNING TREATY 


United States Offers Pact to Settle 


Objections of Other Powers to 


Regulations 


HAS TWO BROAD OBJECTS 


Would Extend Sovereignty of Amer- 


ica to 12 Miles and Would Per- 


mit Ration Liquor 


(By I'nitoil Preset 


Washington, -Tune 13—The United 


States has proposed n treaty with 
foreign powers designed to prevent 
rum running into this r-onntry and to 
settle the objections of other pow- 
ers to the American rnm running 
regulations, it was learned today on 
Ihe highest authority. 


This treaty wou] dhave two broad 


object's : 


3—It would esrtcnd th-» three mile 


limit of the sovereignty of the Unit- 
ed States to twelve miles in connec- 
tion with rum running. 


2—It. would permit foreign vessels 


of nations agreeing to f-he treaty to 
bring "ration'' liquor under seal into 
the American territorial limits for 
use on the homeward voyage but not 
in American ports. 


The treaty as proposed is entirely 


in keeping with the Volstead law as 
construed by the supreme court, offi- 
cials hero believed. 


It would not relax in the slightest 


degree the regulations against the 
use of beverage liquor even by the 
•crew of the foreign ships while the 
ships are in American waters. Dur- 
ifig flieir stay in United States ports 
liquor intended for the use of the 
ship's crew would -have to remain un- 
der seal The treaty would simply 


. .permit ships of those nations whose 


Jaws require wine rations for «rews 
to Tyring" in en<ragb.Tm3ei- Wai to pro- 
vide for the homeward trip. 


Congress alone has power to per- 


mit the use of beverage liquor in 
American porte, President Harding 
'has held. President Harding

approved tie proposal which was 
made by Secretary of State Hughes. 
Ambassador Jusserand of France 
was one of the first diplomatic rep- 
resentatives to whom Hughes lias 
mentioned the plan.

Lasker's Record 


Few federal officials have had a 


more brilliant record of achievement 
than Chairman- Albert D. Lasker of 
the .shipping board who concluded 
two years of service mi une 1— At- 
tached io his resignation, he sub- 
mits to President Harding a review 
of what has been accomplished since 
ie assumed the chairmanship and 
recommends a merchant marine pol- 
icy for the future. 


Mr. Lasker found the affairs 
of 


tie government merchant fleet in 
ehaos when he took charge. The out- 
look was one of "stark hopeless- 
ness," which the'president referred 
to as "the mess so great and unbe- 
lievable." Deficits were accruing >at 
the rate of $16,000,000 a month, 
claims' against the shipping board 
aggregate $200,000,000,- there was a 
cash balance in the treasury of only 
$4,000,000, and -surplus property 
was on hand that had cost hundreds 
of millions. Tlfe new chairman's first 
act was to take an inventory, follow- 
ing" which the surplus >lias been rap- 
idly turned into cash, and there is 
now in the treasury a. -deposit of 
$125,000,000. Expenses of ship op- 
eration have been curtailed until the 
monthly deficit is now only $4,000,- 
000, and the claims have been settled 
at the average rate of twelve cents 
on the dollar. 


Chairman Lasker's record as a 


•salvager of pubic property is re- 
markable, but his program and pre- 
dictions for the future of our mer- 
chant- marine are still more encour- 
aging. He and every other friend of 
our shipping industry are convinced 
that the best solution of the prob- 
lem was contained in the ship aid 
bill defeated at the last congress, by 
the filibuster. The passa'ge of - that 
measure would have taken the ships 
out of government operation and put 
them in the hands of private capital. 
The only alternative is government 
-operation of its -ships until 'such 
time as 
they 
-can 
be 
profitably, 


turned over to private owners. 


Paying in Goods 


It has 'been said that the United 


States must permit other nations to 
pay their debt to us in goods, us 
they have no money. Well, we are 
doing just exactly that, and under 
a protective tariff law..In the mouth 
of March other nations sent us goods 
to the value of .-?60,000,000 i« excess 
of the value of goods we sold them. 
They paid their debts at the rate of 
$2,000,000 a day in goods. What the 
free traders want, they are getting 
under-the protective tariff. They said 
the tariff would bar our imports, but 
the record shows they were 
badly 


mistaken. We are 
importing 
the 


goods, but not at the low and ruinous 
figure that would prevail if the tariff 
for revenue only law were still on 
the statute books.
